While at Karenko, a new policy 
was introduced by the Japanese 
command and al! high ranking of- 
icers were moved to Tamzato. 

There 
was a certain amount of apprehen- 
sion among us, for we did not 
know what was in store for us. 
Separation .of the group could 
have meant any number of things. 

Our fears—such as a man might 
have under these circumstances— 
were without foundation, for when 
we arrived at Tamzato we had 
better treatment than in any of 
our previous camps. But rations 
were still inadequate and far be- 
low standard. That feeling of hun- 
ger grows on you, and soon it be- 
comes a natural feeling; natural! 
in that it cannot be relieved. But 
there was a ray of sunshine at 
that. We received our first boxes 
from the Red Cross—the British 
Red Cross 

Right here I would like to say 
that thore of you back home can 
never imagine the thrill and the 
feeling of thankfulness’ those 
boxes gave us. It was a touch of 
home, it was_a contact with those 
-who cared: that prisoners were 
given adequate food and supplies. 


I cannot praise the work of the, 


Red Cross too highly, for if men 
ever were happy, it was those of 
us who received these boxes. 
PARTED AGAIN | 

We were not together for long. 
On June 5 we were separated 
again. Eight British civilians and 
officers, five Dutch civilians, Gen. 
Wainwright, Gen. George F. Moore 
of Texas, and myself. This group 
of 16 remained apart from the 
other prisoners until June 23, 
when we went to Mukszak. Six- 
teen enlisted men were there as 
our orderiies. We were in private 
rooms and life, even: in prison, 
seemed to assure a happier if not

Clean Up or Close Up 


Last week, in neighboring Columbus, 
five restaurants were closed by the public 
health department. 

The five had received “C” ratings and 
had failed, during a 30-day period of grace, 
to comply with the department’s clean-up 
Suggestions. 

Thus does progressive Columbus carry 
out its clean-up or close-up policy to insure 
high sanitary standards in public eating 
places. Thus is the health of that city’s 
population protected. 

Columbus’ system is similar to that 
which The Constitution has long advocated 
for Atlanta. All eating places are inspect- 
ed periodically and given ratings—A, B 
or C—which must be prominently dis- 
plaved. 

An A-type restaurant is, naturally, the, 
best. Operators strive to keep their estab- 
lishments up to standard in order to main- 
tain the rating which discriminating pa- 
trons expect. 

B-type restaurants are those which fail 
to meet the most rigid requirements but 
yet manage to pass muster.

A special senate investigating commit- 
tee, after an exhaustive survey of the 
building field, reports that the construc- 
tion industry “is shackled by practices 
which were developed to protect either 
jobs or profits.” Manufacturers, contrac- 
tors and labor alike are said guilty of 
selfish restrictions which keep costs high. 


In Atlanta, for instance, city ordinances 
add an estimated $600 to the cost of a small 
house hy forbidding the installation of cer- 
tain prefabricated items. 


We trust the government and the build- 
ing trades industry will join to prevent the 
dissipation of a building boom which the 
nation needs and will have unless lack of 
vision prevents,

C-type restaurants are dirty and un- 
Sanitary. A restaurant may remain in this 
classification but 30 days. After that it’s 
clean up or close up. 


“The grade C is really given as a notice 
period before closing,’ explains Public 
Health Engineer J. A. Willman. 


When Columbus first adopted the 
rating and inspecting system a year and a 
half ago, only four of the city’s 253 eating 
places rated “A.” Last week’s inspection 
placed 49 in that coveted category. More- 
over, the first inspection showed 66 per 
cent of Columbus’ restaurants in the “C” 
bracket. By last week, the “C” classifica- 
tion had been reduced to 11 per cent— 
and standards are continually improving. 


Columbus’ record is typical of hundreds 
of cities which have installed the grading 
system recommended by the U. S. Public 
Health Service. 


Atlanta, which must do something to 
improve deplorable conditions in the ma- 


jority of its public eating places, should 


adopt such a program immediately. 


Neither the diplomats nor the nation

Harold Laski? 
Never Heard of Him 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Right off—the very 
first day in  Washington—I met two interesting 
persons. 

One was an Englishman.

He holds an official position. 


The other was a banker. He was a banker quite unafraid about 
the Attlee government in England. With the exception of bankers 
in Atlanta, who are fearless and unafraid, most bankers 1 know are 


timorous about international affairs. 

; When I met this Englishman I laid out a plan. 
Harold Laski We discussed this and that; the Sadler Welles 
ballet, the postwar predicament of the Piccadilly Commandos, the 
fact that Americanism has intruded into the English pubs in the 
form of iced beer, and so on. 


I waited for a moment of quiet. 
hissed: ‘‘Harold Laski!” 

“Whom did you say?” he asked. 

*“‘Laski—Harold Laski,” I hissed again. 

“Oh, yes,” he said. “That is the chap who seems to frighten 
Mr. Westbrook Pegler and also one or two members of your con- 
gress who roughly are the same sort of comic cartoons correspond- 
ing with one or two members of our parliament.” 

“But you didn’t jump,” I said. 

“Jump?” he asked. “At the name of Laski? My dear fellow, 
if you were to ask the average Englishman in a pub or on a tram, 
or the average English housewife in a queue, to identify Harold 
Laski they would be quite lost. He occupies a position with the 
Labor party not nearly so important as that held by your Mr. 
Robert Hannegan, chairman of the Democratic committee. Your 
fearful ones, and your ugly propagandists who ply the trade of hating 
England, have magnified him beyond our comprehension. Actually, 
he is a smart little chap with a bright mind whom Mr. Attlee has 
seen fit to disown in parliament.” 

We talked on for a while. I led the conversation into more 
innocuous fields. Just before I left I leaned over and shouted 
“Laski” right in his ear. 

“What, again, my dear fellow?” he said. 


Federal Reserve My banker, who shall be nameless here, 


took me to a secluded nook in an exclu- 
sive club. He held up two fingers and we sat down. 

“On the way here in the cab,” he said, “you spoke of the fear 
to be found here and there about the socialization of the Bank of 
England. Let me tell you something in strictest confidence, not 
to be breathed to a soul, . % 

He looked about. There was only the waiter going for the 
jellied consomme. 

He leaned forward. 

“The Federal Reserve Bank of the United States is, for all prac- 
tical purposes, a socialized bank,” he said. “The form of it gives 
it a technical dispute, but if you are acquainted with a director 
of any Federal Reserve district bank who is himself acquainted 
with the barest facts of life, he will tell you what I have told you. 

“The Bank of England is more than 250 years old. As England 
has ho written constitution, so the Bank of England has no written 
legality. 

“Tt exercises large powers which it has taken unto itself, entirely 
by custom without any formal action of the government. There are 
four chief functions. 

“It regulates currency, fixing the supply of credit available to 
the business world; it acts as the government's banker, holding the 
balances and honoring the checks of the various government de- 
partments and agencies; it also is the banker for the commercial 
banks, such as Midlands and Lloyds, of whom Americans have 
heard; and, finally, it is the ‘lender of last resort’ to whom certain 
classes of financiers go for accommodation when, and if, the com- 
mercial banks have turned them down. 

“Its two chief functions are the regulation of the foreign ex- 
change and the determination of the supply of credit. Actually, 
it is about what our Federal Reserve system is except that ‘it pays 
a profit to stockholders. The government proposes to buy out the 
private stockholders at a fair price. 

“The functions of the bank will remain unchanged. Since 1931, 
and the collapse of that year, the Bank of England and the gov- 
ernment have acted as one. 

“Every person who reads more than trade journals and Re- 
publican platforms as adopted at the 1920 and 1924 conventions 
already knows this. 

“Every Englishman was surprised at the fact the Socialist gov- 
ernment asked for so little. In fact, many of the English Con- 
servatives, annoyed with the inadequacies of transport, were a 
little disappointed the new Labor government was so conservative. 
They are not going to liquidate the British Empire.” 

“But,” I protested, “as a southern conservative I am somewhat 
nonplused and startled at—”’ 

“My dear boy,” he said, ‘“‘you and others are old enough to be 
literate and to acquaint yourself with the facts of life and with 
the fact that we cannot turn back the clock and that the smart

British Knew All 
Luftwatfe's Secrets 


W ASHINGTON.—If Hermann Goering, leader 
of the late German Luftwaffe, ever reads this 
story he will probably feel like kicking himself 

in the*pants. It concerns the simple manner in which British 
intelligence was able to keep closely informed at all times during 
the war to the activities of the German air force. 

It reveals how one of the most vital pieces of military informa- 
tion was developed and made available continuously for Allied use. 

Through an ingenious and yet a simple method, the British, it 
can now be disclosed, were able to piece together all pertinent in- 
formation concerning the Luftwaffe. We knew at all times pre 
cisely the strength of the German air force, the figures on their 
plane production, where they were manufactured, what their per- 
formance was, and, in a large measure, how they were dispersed. 

With information of that importance in Allied hands, it was 
fur easier for us to drive the Luftwaffe from the skies, as we did 
long before the European war ended. 

Here is how it was done. It makes one of the most fascinating 


stories of the war. 

Habit Early in the war the British discovered that the Germans 
were continuing a practice with respect to the testing of 

new planes that all nations had followed in peacetime. Every time 

a new addition to the Luftwaffe was run off the production lines 

a test pilot necessarily would take it up for trial flights before it 

was released for military service. 

These test pilots had the habit of making various reports by 
wireless as to the plane’s performance while still in the air. If 
nothing more, they would report to ground crews how things were 
going. Often they gave a lot more information regarding speed, 
type and performance. 

Shortly after the war start, British intelligence officers began 
listening in on all such reports coming in over the air. When they 
saw the possibilities of the situation, they put literally hundreds 
of men on the job of listening in 24 hours a day on everything that 
came in over the air out of Germany. 

From the evidence thus accumulated they were able to piece 
together the complete facts concerning the German air force. 
Jubilant over their success, the evidence was compiled in docu- 
ment form and presented to the RAF. Then an interesting thing 
happened. RAF heads spurned the document, declaring it was 
spurious. They refused to believe that the intelligence service 
could develop the full picture of German air activities from such 
sources alone. 

Intelligence officers returned to their headquarters much down- 
cast over the rejection. They knew their facts were straight, but 


how to convince the RAF was the question. 

Finally some officer spoke up with an idea. “I 
Both Ways know how we can do it,” he said. “We will em- 
ploy the same tactics against the RAF that we did against the 
Germans. We will tell them exactly what they have got and how 
it is dispersed.” 

Thereupon the intelligence service devoted the next few months 
io a similar study of RAF activities, the British then being guilty 
of the same error as to test pilot reports as the Germans were. 

It worked against the RAF no less than it had against the Ger- 
When the report was completed it was turned over to British 
air officers. One look at the information developed was enough 
to convince them. The RAF thereafter demanded everything avail- 
able on the subject. 

What made the information so vital was that the Germans con- 
tinued throughout the war to make the same mistake as they had 
in the beginning. They never did seem to get wise to the fact that 
every time one of their test pilots took a new plane into the air 
and made a report back to his headquarters by wireless on its 
performance this information was carefully recorded by the British. 

By triangulation it was easy, of course, to establish the location 
of every plane that used its wireless in flight. And, since every 
newly manufactured plane is tested from a field near the plant 
where it is produced, it was easy for the British to determine the 
location of the plant. 

In this way we were kept fully informed on Luftwaffe develop- 
ments. It is probably responsible for the war being shortened by 
months and the saving of countless lives. Goering never got wise 
to it all. He is probably still wondering how the Allies were able 
to pin-point his aircraft production centers with bombs, and how 
we destroyed a large segment of his air forces on the ground.

Cox made 
in 1920 for world peace, because 
of his broad knowledge of nation- 
al and international affairs and 
because of my conviction that he 
would serve the people of his state 
and his nation fearlessly and hon- 
estly.” 

“IT regret very much that he did 
not see his way clear to accept the 
responsibility,” Lausche added. 

At Dayton, Cox declined com- 
ment. He is publisher of the Day- 
ton Daily News, the Atlanta (Ga.) 
Journal, The Miami (Fla.) Daily 
News, and the News and Sun at 
Springfield, Ohio. 

Lausche said he motored to Day- 
yesterday 
offered the senatorship to the 75- 
year-old party leader who cham- 
pioned the cause of the League of 
Nations in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1920, losing to Warren G.

ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 24.—When 
the familiar notes of the historic 
chapel bell summoned University 
of Georgia students to classes at 
8 a, m. today for the university’s 
| 143d fall semester, a total of 2,328 
‘had signed the registration books, 
'J. Ralph Thaxton, registrar, re- 
ported. 

By the time the deadline for 
registration is reached Saturday 
there should be at least 2,500 en- 
rolled in the _ university’s 10 
schools and departments, Dr. 
Thaxton stated. 

In view of the short time elaps- 
ing between the release of addi- 
tional dormitories by the Navy 
and the start of registration on 
Sept. 18, University officials con- 
sider it a remarkable enrollment. |’ 


“I fully .believe that if the) 
Navy had released these dormito-| 
ries a week sooner, we would 
have had 3,000 students this fall,” 


said one official. “However, we 
are very highly pleased at the 
way things are going and prob- 
ably will hit a peak of around 
4,000. to 5,000 by this time next 
year, when we hope to have some 
new dormitories.” 
MAY REACH 3,000 

With a full week to go, it is 
entirely possible that the total en- 
rollment may zoom up to near 
the 3,000 mark, as Thaxton and 
his staff were kept busy register- 
ing 144 during the weekend. By 
averaging 100 a day the enroll- 
ment could well go.beyond 2,500 
before the deadline. 


William Tate, dean of students, 
said that there was ample dormi- |
